Ft purled the follow ing am endm ent to 
Section 2 : 
“ strik e ou t $750 and insert $66G 67.” 
The am endm ent was concurred in. 
On m otion *-i Mr. T r a t l r Senate Pill No. 3 5 4 - 
relative to teachers* salaries—was made th e special 
order for Saturday at 11 a . m. 
On mot on of Mr. D a v is Senate Bill No. 399—the 
bill on education—was ordered at the head of the 
file f. r a first reading. 
Mr. S e a r s, from trie Com m ittee on Corporations, 
reported back favorably as am e .ded Senate Bill Mo. 
221—an Act to com pel railroad corporations and 
individuals ow niug railroads to operate their roads. 
TAXATION. 
The Senate took up th e special order : 
Assem bly Bill No. 404—An A ct to am end Sections 
3607,3617, 3627, 3628, 3629, 363.), 3634, 3H40. 3643, 
3650, 3651, 3652, 3663, 3673, 3o7S, 367:1, 3717, 3730, 
3752, 3756, 3839 and 3861, and to repeal Sections 
30j>0 fiid 3<i?7 oi an Act entitled an A ct to establish 
a Political^ . >ae, approved March 12, 1872, relating 
to revenue, and to add tw o new sections, numbered 
3004 and 2665. 
The See:etary read Sections 6 and 7. 
Mr. K v a n moved to amend Saetion 7 by striking 
out of line 19, the ^ oi d “ and,” and insert “ or other­ 
w ise.” 
Lost. 
The Secretary read Section 8. 
Mr. Chenkv offered the following substitute for 
Section 8 : “ Each person, firm < r corporation own­ 
ing <»r having in his or its possession any of the 
shares of th e capital stock of any corporation, asso­ 
ciation or join t stock company, shall be assessed 
therefor. 
If the corporation, association or j »int 
stock com pany has its priii ipal place of business in 
this State th e assessable value of each share of its 
stock shall be ascertained by taking from the mar­ 
ket value of its entire capital stock the valuo of all 
property assessed to it and dividing the remainder 
by the entire num ber of shares into which the capi­ 
ta stock s d.vided.” 
Mr. C h e n e y spoke in favor of the am en d m en t.. 
He held that the* corporation did n o to * n th e shares 
of stock, and if they were taxed o th e corporation 
th e tax c<>uld not be collected, because property 
m ust be assessed to the ovuier. 
It had been held 
by the Courts that when shares of stock had t>ecn 
assessed to a corporation, the assessm ent was void, 
because'the shares were not assessed to the owner. 
Mr. WenhzIsL took the opposite view, atid cited 
cases to Show that other States bad taxed the stock 
to corporations and it had been held good. 
Mr. Hatter white offtrod the follow ing amend­

the jurisdiction of the taxing power. 
His amend­ 
m ent provided for the taxation of non-resident 
holders of shares ip National banks, because the Act 
of Congress gave the State that right,

Mr. B a k e r opposed both of the amendm ents.

w a n te d to reach a ll of the property in the M a te and 
tax it. 
f they taxed the stock to th e corporation, 
then they could leach the nou-residvnt owner of 
the stock. 
The property could only be reached by 
taxing th e capital stuck as capital stock. 
IL 
thought th e am endm ents entirely outside <*f the 
nec.-st-iiies of the case. 
With the am endm ent y es­ 
terday projmsed by .Senator Cheney, and an amend­ 
ment Striking out “ m arket value" and inserting 
“ cash valu e” the section would not be very objec­ 
tionable f th e idea uf the bill was to be carried out. 
Mr. Chase opposed the amendments. 
The Senate 
had resolved to adopt th e m inority hi: 1 as a basi3, 
and it ought not now to adopt am endm ents which 
would placo in the m inority lull th e principles of the 
m ajority bill. 
It w. s im|M>ssib e to pass a t trfect 
1 revenue bill. 
Let the L ^ 'i-«ature pass this bill and 
try it for one year, and if i. was found to cont--*.in 
inij'erfcctiona, then let it be amended n ex t year, r.o 
as to im prove it. 
H e hoped all the amendm ents 
would be pa.sed ever, and the bill passed a toi.cc. 
Mr. S e a r s said that the am endm ent prupo?td by 
Mr. Satterwhito contained the principle for whien 
he contended here a week ago. 
He believed that 
they could not tax the sliares of stock of a corpora­ 
tion to th e corporation, because the corporation did 
n t own the shares. 
If they were assessed to the 
corporation the tax could nut be collected. 
The 
shares belo. ged to the individuals; and they m ust be 
assessed to toe owners. 
lie cited cases ittssupport 
of hid position. 
The shares of stock ought to be 
taxed to the owner. 
That plan would bring a large 
revenue to the State, while in the other ca~c the 
stocks would escapo taxation. 
He did n ot believe 
that the corporation could be constitutionally :axed 
for th e shares of stock which it did not own. 
lie 
wished it could be done, but he did not believe it 
could. 
Mr. H ill hoped that the am endm ents already of­ 
fered, and all m at m ight be offered, would be voted 
down. 
He held that the corfx¡ration was th e owner 
of the capital stock. 
A certificate of stock merely 
entitled the owner to a share i i tho profits. 
Mr. Traylok explained the relations of the stock­ 
holders to the corporation. 
The stockholder owned 
a proportionate share in the corporation. 
If the 
stock was worth anything more than th e propor­ 
tionate share in the corporation it belongs to the 
person, and should be taxed to him. 
Mr. Zi’CK said that the frlen s of the m ajority bill 
first opposed taxin g stocks at all, and now they 
w tre th e ones who feared th at stocks would escape 
taxation. 
Mr. R yan believed that if shares of stock were to 
be taxed at ail they should be taxe i to th e owners 
of the stock. 
He would be w illing to tax the cor­ 
porations if the tax could be collected, but he did 
not believe it could. 
He was opposed to ilie section 
as it stood. 
Ho did not like th e am endm ent offered 
by Mr. Satterw hito, though it was better than the 
section. 
H e did not like the am endm ent offered by 
Mr. Cheney in all respects, but it was the best yet 
offered. 
All revenue laws were to som e extent t lie 
result of compromise, and if they could not get just 
what they wanted they m ust do the best they could. 
H e was a friend of the new C onstitution when it 
was before the people. 
D uring his canvass for that 
instrum ent he had repeatedly told the )>eople that 
no double taxatiuii was intended b y it., and he now 
opposed Section 8 because he wanted to show the 
people that double taxation was not intended. 
Mr. Co n g e r said th it he had favored the taxation 
of 9toeks to the owner in the com m ittee, and m his 
votes in the Senate had been consis ent. 
lie was in 
favor of the taxation of stocks. 
The Constitution 
w as th e lich t by which ho was guided. 
He held it 
to be the grandest fundamental law ever framed. 
The plain, sworn duty of th e Senate was to obey the 
commands of the majority of the people of th e Sta e. 
Taxation should always be reasonable and as nearly 
equal as it was possible to make it by law. 
Mining 
stocks could not bo reached by taxing the capital 
stock to the corporation. 
The property of th e great 
m ining corporations of San Francisco was in N evada 
and a tax upon it could not be collected in San 
Francisco, as there was nothing there that could be 
levied on to enforce the judgm ent. 
He favored the 
am endm ent offered bv Mr. Cheney. 
Pending th e remarks of Mr. Conger th e Senate 
took th e usual recess. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
The Senate reassembled at 1:30 r. m., President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
R d l called and quorum present. 
Mr. C onger continued his remarks on the am end­ 
m ent. 
H e insisted that if they assessed the capital 
stock, as an entity, to the corporation, though each 
shareholder m ight be individually liable for hia share 
of the d ebts and liabilities of the corporation, the 
tax could never be collected by execution on the 
shareholder. 
The only way was to assess the shares 
of stock to the iudividu&l owner. 
H e objected to 
th e am endm ent offered by Mr. Satterw liite, and 
held that while it would tax the stock of th e na­ 
tional banks, it would allow the m ining stocks to 
escape. 
H e used the Sierra Nevad» M ining Com­ 
pany as an illustration, and held that if the shares 
of stock of that corporation were assessed to the 
corporation nothing would be collected. 
H e wanted 
to see every dollar invested in the business of stock 
gam bling pay its share of taxation, and he believed 
the only way to accomplish that result was to adopt 
the am endm ent offered by Mr. Cheney. 
With this 
am endm ent in the bill all of th e property of the 
btate would be taxed once, or as nearly so as could 
be done under any revenue system . 
He had voted 
against the incom e tax because he believed it to be 
double taxation, taken in connection with thereat of 
the bill. 
Mr. Kaim gave notice that on to-morrow he would 
introduce a resolution lim iting speeches to seven 
m inutes on the question of tiXifeion.

The Assembly Judiciary Com m ittee approved A s­ 
sem bly Bill No. 439, relative to th e validity of m ar­ 
riages. 
It prohibits uniting in marriage parents and 
children, ancestors and descendants of every de­ 
gree, and between brothers and sisters, whether 
of w ho.e or half-blood ; betw een uncles and nieces, 
aunts and nephews and first cousins ; renders such 
marriages incestuous and void w hether th e relation­ 
ship is legitim ate or otherwise. 
The A ct is not to 
apply to any marriages that were legitim ate at the 
tim e they wore entered into. A ss m bly Bili No. 4i4, 
providing for organizing of irrigition districts, etc., 
was referred back with recom m endation that it do 
uot pass. 
Assem bly Bills Nos. 433, 430, 429, 455, 
412, 419 and 439, and bens, e Bill No. 89, relating to 
the Codes, were ordered reported back w ith recom ­ 
mendation that they be p u»*ed. Also, Assem bly Bill 
No. 443, j rohibiting civic and political societies and 
organizations carrying firearms through the public 
streets of any city or tow n within the State, was ap­ 
proved and recommended for passage. 
The Senate San Francisco delegation had another 
long session, considering th e McClure charter bill, 
which drew a large attendance. 
It will require scv 
eral evenings yet to go through and act upon the 
bill.

Speech of Senator Sears In ihe Senate 
of California on Wednesday Evening, 
BTarch 3, 1830; on the Subject cf the 
Taxation 
of 
Deposits 
in Savings 
Bank3.

Mr. Sears— Mr. President, we have now arrived at 
the poiní. in th e consideration of this bill which I 
consider is proper that this am endm ent, pure and 
sim ple, should be considered. 
This is the proper 
place for us now to j*au^e and consider what the 
effect will be if th e m ajority o f this Senate' shall de­ 
term ine to inflict upon the peo; le of tl is State 
double taxation. 
To-day, Mr. President, is the an­ 
niversary, 1 believe, of the adjournm ent of the 
C’offfetitutionaL Convent ion which fraim d and gave 
us the organic law of the State, under wl ich we are 
now acting. 
In the first section of tbifrhilt a declar­ 
ation was offered that double taxation was not in­ 
tended by its provisions. 
That was objected to, 
Mr President, on the ground that it was sim ply a 
decía ation w ithout a principle. 
T is am endm ent, 
Mr. President, dea’s with the princip’c, void of the 
decl ration. 
It is the substance, and 
not the 
shadow, and this Sc ate is now* called upon to 
take its 
action 
in 
regar I 
to 
this subject. 
When the Constitutional Convention 
adjourned 
and that document was placed before th e people 
for their indorsem ent, the advocates of it upon 
every slum p assured th e people that d .uble taxa­ 
tion was not intended, and I believe, s:r, that if 
they had advocated double taxation, that the Con­ 
stitution would never have been adopted. 
I re­ 
m em ber w ellof reading thebpeeches of Judge Terry 
and Mr. II ward, and the articles of the San Fran- 
ci'co Chronicle. 
Upon every stum p and in every 
paper which advocated ti«c adoption of this Con­ 
stitution, th ey denied opeuly an«i boldly that it was 
the intention to tax an class of property in this 
State a second tim e in the sam e year. 
It was upon 
those assuran ea tnat th e people of this State, by a 
large m ajority, adop ed it as their Magna Charta. 
N ow, Mr. President, we have got to the ¡joint where 
we can consider whether we. ns the repjts--ntativts 
of the people, are ready to carry out tl e assurances 
of those who framed and advocated this docum ent. 
I think the Senate will bear m e witness, that since 
I have occupied ft seat 
here no m em ber has 
been m ore devoted in carrying ou t the very letter and 
spirit of the C onstitution as 1 understood it than I 
have.

total am ount, 57, and it gives you the enormous 
num ber of 71,250 persons who have their earnings 
deposited in these savings banks. 
That number, 
Mr. Pr-sident, is equal alm ost to one-half of the 
voting population in this State. 
Now, you propose 
that, because these poor people, these people who 
have not perhaps th e judgm ent and the education 
to invest and care for their own m oney, but place 
it in th e institution where th ey believe it w ill be 
safe, you say to them that if you place your m oney 
there you shall be taxed tw ice upon it, when the 
man who rolls in wealth and luxury* who has genius 
and talent to loan his m oney and squeeze tw o or 
three p ercen t, from the com m unity, that he thall 
not be taxed but once upon w hat he has. 


IS TH E R E A N T JU S T IC E IN T H IS ?

ditor BuVctin: There has been in the 
spapers of the State a godti deal of dis­ 
cussion in regard to the How e Bili No. 334— 
generally known as the Parks hill—showing 
little knowledge either of the bill or of the 
results sought to he aceocnpUshcd by it. The 
object of this comm unicat ion will bo to stato 
in general terms the provisions of the bill 
and the rteulto which will follow if it be en­ 
acted. Several amendments have teen pro­ 
posed by the friends < f the measure, and the 
bill, as thus amended, will be discussed. 
^ It provides for the appointment <»f three 
Commiesioi.ers to be appointed by the Gov­ 
ernor, who. in conjunction with the State 
Engineers (Mr. Hail, Colonel Uendeli and 
Captain Ends), are from time to tiuie to di­ 
vide such portions of the State as to them 
seems neceseaiy into drainage districts. 
T he engineers are then to prepare plans and 
estimates of the work to be done in any dis­ 
trict, having in view the control of debris 
from the mines, the improvements of the 
rivers ar.d the protection from flood» of cities* 
towns and lands. 
These works ur*. contem­ 
plated to be done in detail, but under «me 
general plan. 
When these plans have been 
approved by the directois of the district (w ho 
arc the same persons as 4,he Commissioners, 
their title being changed in order t«> meet the 
constitutional objections) the work to be 
done will be let to the lowest bidder. 
Funds to meet the cost of these works will 
be raised by the i sue of 20-year 0 per cent, 
bonds, with a sinking fund beginning on the 
eleventh year, and which will finally ex­ 
tinguish the debt on maturity. 
The total 
issue of these b uds will be limited for the 
fir-t- year to one million dollars, ar.d can at no 
time exceed 4¿ percent, cf the value of the 
property in any cne district. 
All the prop­ 
erty in each district will be taxed to provide 
funds for payment <f inttrest and sinking 
fund on the bunds issued for that district. 
The State Engineers, Mr. Hall and Colonel 
Mendell, have stated in the most positive 
manner to the committee, before w hom they 
appeared, that, 
First—The debris coining in the future 
from the in it es can be held in r< servoirs by 
dams erected in the mountain canyons ; that 
these dams can be built iu the most perma­ 
nent manner, at a reasonable cost, and will 
afford ample storage for all the heavy mate­ 
rial which may be washed from the mines. 
' «Second—The great deposits of sand and 
gravel now remaining m the Yuba and Bear 
rivers, between the foothills and Feather 
river, can be held in place by proper dams, 
and that thus the towns of Marysville ai d 
Wheatland, with their surrounding hinds, can 
be relieved from the imminent danger which 
they are r.ovv in. 
Third—The expense of these works will 
not be a heavy burden upon the property 
which should contribute to their construction, 
and that it is most i:np« rtant that these 
w’orks should be begun at the earliest practi­ 
cable moment. 
Fourth—No improvement to the Sacra­ 
mento and Feather livers can te accom­ 
plished until the mining debris is finally 
prevented from coming into the rivers. 
Fifth--There can be no tfieclual reclama­ 
tion of the low lands of the Sacramento val­ 
ley, n(^r any thorough protection from fl ods 
to the volley cities, until the rivers .and their 
levees,are placed under one general control, 
similar to that o{ the Parks bill. 
^so W , supposing that this bill beeomes a 
Ijjkf. 
The three engineers named are men of 
acknowledged ability and probity, having no 
interests or prejudices either for miners or 
fermere. The three Commissioners are to lie 
appointed by the Governor, who will doubt­ 
less select men of first-class character. 
W ith 
a Board composed cf six such men, it can 
most safely be assumed that only such dis­ 
trict or districts w ill be formed, where there 
is absolute necessity for their creation, and 
that only such works as aro necessary will be 
constructed.

Owners of mining property arc in favor of 
the measure because they believe that the 
plans i«»r the relief proposed by the engineers 
will prove to be effectual, and thus satisfac­ 
torily and permanently end», the costly and 
troublesome litigation which has obtained for 
the past three years. During the pa>t year 
alone probably $100,000 was spent iu fruitless 
attempts to clo. e the mines by legal means, 
and the end is now farther removed than 
ever before. 
The engineers first wrirh to contr i the min­ 
ing debri»; afterwards they wish to bring tho 
Sacramento river back to its original condi­ 
tion. 
. * _ 
The minen are willing to pay taxes for the 
benefit of the farmers, providing that the 
farmers first assist them in taking care of the 
debris. 
The full discussions had in regard to tbL* 
matter have shown that mining can l e here­ 
after prosecuted without further injury to 
the valleys, and it will certainly be both uu- 
wise and unjust, where interc: ta of such vast 
magnitude are involved, if the present Legis­ 
lature docs not provide the mean*. f« r apply­ 
ing the necessary remedy. 
This whole question is so important that no 
penny wise and pound foolish policy should 
prevail. 
Every one living or owning prop­ 
erty in the Sacramento valley is directly in­ 
terested in this measure, ami selfish views, 
that one man may perhaps be benefited more 
than another, ought not, to be considered. 
Perfect equality in laying the burdens of tax­ 
ation bn* never vet been accomplished, and 
never will he. 
l)oubtle*s, however, changes 
will be necessary in this legislation, but for 
the present the engineers have only two ob­ 
jects, the holding back of the mining debris 
and the improvement of the Sacramento .and 
Feather rivers, aud for these purposes both 
miners and farmers should le willing to con­ 
tribute.

THE WAR ON CAPITAL. 
Inquiries have been made in San Fran­ 
cisco which prove that the paralyzing 
effects of Kearneyism upon the business 
and growth of that city have not been ex­ 
aggerated, but have rather been under­ 
estimated iiitherto. The leading architects 
state that improvements aggregating sev­ 
eral millions in co*t have been either post­ 
poned or abandone !, iu consequence of the 
unsettled condition of things. Capitalists 
have gone so far as to have the plans 
drawn for valuable buildings, and at the 
last moment have decided upon inaction. 
But for the infamous conduct of the Sand 
Lot gang and their abettors in aad out of 
office, improvements would now have 
Been proceeding which woull have given 
employment to all the idle workmen in the 
city. But they have themselves killed the 
goose that laid the golden eggs. They have 
preferred tiie blat-.at brawlings of the Sand 
Lots to steady employment at good wages. 
They have allowed themselves to he drawn 
into a position of open hostility to capital, 
and now capital withdraws itself from in­ 
vestment, and tin: foolish followers of 
Kearney find themselves without work or 
means. 
They have injured themselves, 
aud they have injured the entire com­ 
munity, and what have they to compensate 
themselves for all this disturbance and 
stagnation? They can hang about the 
street cornt r.« and echo the crazy curses of 
their rascally or imbecile leaders, but will 
that bring them bread ? They can continue 
tiicir threats and their incendiary talk, and 
what will it effect ? It will drive out cap­ 
ital all (he faster. It will still further 
paralyze all enterprises. 
It will cause 
the dearth of demand for labor to be 
greater. 
It will increase the number 
of 
idle men. 
It will 
aggravate 
distress and 
destitution. 
It 
will 
make the prospect of better times 
darker than ever. Will they never realize 
these patent troths? And if they arc in­ 
capable of reasoning, will tho people of 
San Francisco, who are being ruined by 
their mad folly, submit to it stolidly inper- 
maueuce? Nothing can he plainer than 
the fact that the war upon capital must 
cease ; ccas" absolutely and finally, not 
spasmodically; before San Francisco can 
recover herself. No other policy can do any­ 
thing to restore confidence in the future of 
the city. And if tue Kcarneyites are not 
able to perceive th¡3, the rest of the com­ 
munity will have to take vigorous measures 
for the enforcement of order and the sup­ 
pression of every form of turbulence, 
w bother of speech or action. 


THE CZA'i'3 ANKIYZRSABY. 
The Nihilists appear to have refrained 
from any manifestation on the Czar's an­ 
niversary celebration, though they had 
made terrible threats previously. It is 
true that an attempt was made tq assas­ 
sinate General Melikoff, the ncv,- (! ornor 
of St. Petersburg, but the v 
. .mself 
was unmolested, and the city i, us not set 
on fire according to the announced pro­ 
gramme. This nicmeutary calm is not 
likely to restore confidence, however, and 
though just now desperate efforts are be­ 
ing made in various quarters to prove that 
the Nihilists have no organization, and that 
in fact they possess no real capacity for 
mischief, it 'is evident that the Russian 
Government thinks no precaution too elab­ 
orate to guard against their machinations. 
Nor is there any pros|»ect that their in­ 
trigues and crimes will cease until either a 
reaction in public opinion is caused by their 
policy, or the Government makes some 
concessions to the demand for constitu­ 
tional government. 


CAUSE FOR SELF-REPROACH. 


It is common enough to hear people com­ 
plaining of the behavior of certain mem­ 
bers of the present Assembly, and nowhere 
are these members more bitterly denounced 
than in San Francisco—whence they came. 
It is in order to point out that the peo­ 
ple of San Francisco are responsible for the 
character and caliber of their delegation, 
and that if these are unsatisfactory thev 
have no one to blame but themselves. 
They were under no compulsion to select 
unfit men, but they had submitted so long 
to the Sand Lot crew, and had been so ab­ 
sorbed in their private undertakings, that 
they eould not master the energy required 
to protect their own interests, and so the 
whole matter went by default. It was 
their fault, however, and as for the Sand 
Lot members, it can only be said that they 
act after the manner of their kind. 


It is instructive, if not encouraging, to 
notice the gradations through which the 
legislative mind is passing, on its way to 
the conviction that double taxation is a 
just and desirable thing. It cannot be 
said that the debates on this subject have 
thrown much new light upon it. The 
truth seeni3 to be that the majority 
have 
been 
endeavoring 
quite 
as 
much to persuade themselves as their au­ 
ditors. At tho beginning it was alleged 
by the advocates of double taxation that 
their plan did not involve anything of the 
kind. That position, however, wa.3 found 
untenable shortly, and then a brilliant 
idea was advanced, to the effect that 
though double taxation of persons was 
wrong, double taxation of property was 
entirely justifiable. This is the latest dis­ 
covery in fiscal science achieved by our 
amateur economists, and we are compelled 
to say that it is altogether worthy of the 
discussion it so fitly crowns. It is some­ 
thing gained, perhaps, to have obliged 
the advocates of the new Constitu­ 
tion to abandon their original posi­ 
tions, and it may be of some in­ 
terest to put on record the changes 
their opinions have undergone. 
When 
the new Constitution was before the people 
for consideration, its supporters stoutly 
maintained that double taxation was not 
possible under it. A San Francisco paper 
which then defended the instrument 
through thick aud thin, said at that time 
that to tax credits twice, as once to the 
depositors in a hank, and then again to the 
corporation, “ would be unequal, unjust, 
“ ridiculous, and clearly unconstitutional.” 
Volney E. Howard, another sturdy cham­ 
pion of the new Constitution, declared 
“ that double taxation is impossible herc- 
“ after if the new Constitution shall be 
adopted.” Yesterday the San Francisco 
paper already cited, observed in an article 
on this subject : “ The plain truth is, that 
“ in order to subject all taxable property to 
“ its fair share of the burden of supporting 
“ the Government, a system which has 
“ some semblance of double taxation must 
“ of necessity be adopted." 
Here we 
have the new light which has re­ 
cently dawned upon our legislators, very 
plainly reflected. 
At first there was 
to be no double taxation. 
Tho idea 
that anything of the sort was involved in 
the new Constitution was all a mistake, or 
a malignant misrepresentation. The in­ 
justice of double taxation was frankly 
conceded, because it was notorious that the 
Constitution would have been beaten ten 
to one had the people believed that it en­ 
tailed so gross an injustice. But now 
that the instrument is adopted, and the 
people cannot help themselves, the disposi­ 
tion to repudiate any intention of im­ 
posing double taxation gradually vanishes, 
and after a sufficient course of sophistry 
the public are gravely informed that, 
though undoubtedly there will be double 
taxation under the new' Constitution, yet 
it is impossible to frame any really good 
system of taxation without including that 
principle in it. 
We shall next learn that no sound gov­ 
ernmental system can escape an infusion of 
plunder aud iniquity, aud that therefore it 
is the part of wisdom to make express 
provision for the legitimation of a limited 
amount of robbery and rascality. There 
is evidently no feat of impudence too 
arduous to he attempted by those who 
have surrendered themselves to the tide of 
Communism which is threatening to swamp 
this community. They' can find reasons 
for .any conceivable folly or act of injus­ 
tice, and w hen they are driven to admit 
that their purposes actually involve the 
very thing they have been disclaiming from 
tho beginning, they coolly turn round 
and undertake to show that after 
all that thing is unavoidable. 
It 
Í3 plain enough that if double tax­ 
ation is resolved upon it will be 
easy to find such excuses for it as are 
likely to be thought valid at least by those 
who make them ; but there is another con­ 
sideration involved in this subject, about 
which legislators do not seem to concern 
themselves at all, and that Í3, the conse­ 
quences of the introduction of double taxr- 
tlon upon the well-being of the commu­ 
nity. It is now admitted that the minority 
revenue bill does involve this mode of 
taxation. As to the theory that double 
taxation of property is a different tiling 
from double taxation of persors, it may 
pass in suoli debates as have been had 
recently at the Capitol, but it does 
not demand serious refutation. 
The 
state of things the public have to deal 
with is plain enough. 
Double taxation 
is deliberately thrust upon them, and 
they are told that it is a good 
thing. They are told, that is to say, that 
it is right and just to make some property 
and some people pay twice as much taxes 
as others. Now, without entering upon 
the moral bearing of this principle, we 
will examine its business tendencies. 
I’eople are governed in business by a cal­ 
culation of the profits to be derived. 
Every new impost placed by Government 
upon any busiuess or industry therefore 
tends to discourage investment in that di­ 
rection, uuless evasion of taxation is easy. 
In the latter event the collection of the 
special tax proves impossible. In the 
former case it drives capital into other 
channels, and consequently injures the 
community by restricting the range of its 
enterprise. 
The assumption that double taxation will 
ever be patiently submitted to, is a fatal 
defect iu the average legislative argument. 
It is possible for the Government to 
drive capital out of certain grooves by im­ 
posing discriminating taxes upon its em­ 
ployment in these particular ways ; but it 
is not possible for Government to compel 
men to keep their capital in enterprises 
which its inequitable laws have deprived 
of their legitimate returns. Double taxa­ 
tion, it must be remembered, is in its 
simplest form a proposition to levy an extra 
tax of so much per cent, upon whatever it 
is laid upon. If the ordinary tax rate is 
two per cent., doable taxation exacts four 
per cent. But it is obvious that this 
doubling of the tax rate must result in the 
destruction of the business upon which it 
is levied, aud f&r the reason that men will 
not put up with profits two or any other 
per cent, below what they can obtain in 
undertakings free from this invidious 
impost. As the ease stands, with the 
present tendency towards the decline of 
the rate of interest, it is evident that 
a double tax may easily make all 
the difference 
between profit 
and 
loss; and that one consideration ought 
to demonstrate the fatuity and the 
futility of the proposition. To say that 
no system of taxation can avoid “ the 
semblance of double taxation,” is there­ 
fore equivalent to maintaining that no sys­ 
tem of taxation can avoid destroying some 
beneficial and salutarylinesof enterprise and 
investment; in fact, that no perfect system 
can be framed which does not involve the 
absolute confiscation or elimination of 
some important agencies of civilization. 
Apart from all ethical considerations, it is 


e’ear that double taxation must injure the 
community by forcing out of their natural 
channels large amounts of capital, which 
are as likely as not to leave the Slate en­ 
tirely. If the minority bill hail Leen 
truthfully described, it would have been 
styled “ An Act to abolish Banks of Sav- 
“ ing, and to prevent the Association of 
“ Capital.” For that is what it must do 
if it is enacted, aud whatever other effects 
it may Lave, these inevitable results of the 
policy it embodies can by no means be pre­ 
vented. 


TEE POItTiR CASE. 
The bitter fight that is being made 
against the bill to reopen the case of Fitz 
John Porter, is extremely discreditable to 
those who are-taking the most prominent 
part in it. It has been established to the 
complete conviction of ail candid intelli­ 
gence that General Porter was deeply 
wronged by the verdict of the Court-mar­ 
tial that degraded liipi. The evidence ad­ 
duced before the Board of Inquiry, held 
two years ago, showed that he was not to 
blame for his action in the field, and that 
had he acted otherwise he would have in­ 
volved the whole army in defeat and rout. 
It was proved that he had in 110 respect 
exceeded the discretion unavoidably exer­ 
cised by a brigade commander iu the 
face of the enemy, and therefore in 
possession of information not open to the 
General at headquarters. The opposition 
to his vindication and reinstatement is 
based mainly upon a sectional and partisan 
feeling so base and contemptible that to 
nnme it is to characterize it. Some of the 
witnesses who appeared before the Board 
of Inquiry were ex-Confederate officers, 
though they did not furnish the most vital 
testimony. 
But the enemies of Porter 
now set up the miserable and shameful plea 
that because these men served the Confed­ 
eracy, therefore they are not to be believed 
under oath when testifying to a question 
of professional conduct. Had tlus kind of 
argument been put forward by Southern 
men in some ease where the evidence of 
Northern witnesses w-as concerned, there 
would at once have been a shriek 
of 
indignation 
from 
every 
“ stal­ 
wart ” journal and politician in the 
country, and the barbarism and the 
blind prejudice of the South would 
have afforded texts for the next three 
months. But as it is, the “ stalwarts" 
can see nothing discreditable in the doc­ 
trine, and not a few of them even exult over 
it, probably because it is an evidence that 
the brutalizing and debasing influences of 
civil war are not yet outgrown. General 
Porter has suffered a great and cruel 
wrogg at the hands of the Government. 
His innocence has been manifested in the 
plainest manner. Ho ought to be rein­ 
stated iu his rank, and his emoluments 
ought to bo restored to him. But the ma­ 
lignant spirit of Faction is arrayed against 
him, and the indications are not favorable 
to the triumph of justice in his case at 
present. 


TO PROMOTE DRAINAGE. 
E ds. Record-Unios : However widely one 
may differ with the conclusions reached by 
the Recobd-Usion concerning the hill “ To 
promote drainage,” now before the Legisla­ 
ture, it is impossible for one not wholly igno­ 
rant of the subject, and prevented by egotism 
aud narrowness of mind from ever learning 
anything, not to appreciate the service it has 
doue in educating the propio to see the vast, 
the overwhelming importance of the subject. 
Nearer hnd nearer, faster and faster, ap­ 
proaches the lime of destruction, until even 
the frtbl who boasts of his inability to receive 
new ideas must see in the narrow scope of 
# 
* 
his mefRal vision the beautiful river "II whose 
placid bosom once floated, with swan-likc 
grace, the Capital and the Chrysopoiis, filled 
to the brim with ulud and slime, and 
its waters spread over miles of once fertile 
lands, and so thick that no one could tell 
where the mud left off and the water began. 
You can educate all who choose to exercise 
the God given faculty of reason to see and 
know that when the river has filled up forty 
feet along its upper reaches, and only a few 
miles below only ten, that there is thirty feet 
added to the fall, aud a capacity for bringing 
the heavy material further and further down ; 
that the line of this coarse, heavy debris is 
moving faster and faster down before us, and 
that it mast uriug destruction with it, as cer­ 
tain, and with a time almost as certainly 
fixed, as the rising of to-morrow’s sun so 
Marysville, Sacramento, the broad acres of 
the valley, capable of feeding .a million 
of people through generations unborn, until 
the suu aud the “ last man’’shall become 
“ twins in death.” The dreary vision finds 
no reiicf. The disuiai^ound of the croaking 
crane will even be wanting, for it will find a 
desolation so complete that there will be 
u ''tiling upon which to feed i The legislative 
halls, when the destructive slime surrounds 
them, will not even be honored with the 
presence of a toad ! Ail this is as certain as 
death, unlesi we can find wisdom enough 
to devise a remedy, and harmony of 
action enough to work together for a 
common end. 
It is not necessary to 
remind the people of tho Sacramento valley 
that the liver belongs to them ; that it 
pays them an annual dividend of at least two 
doliara a ton on all they produce. 
The 
Northern Railway charges uo more on wheat 
from Williams, in Colusa county, than from 
Woodland, forty miles nearer, and the latter 
place does not pay as much by at least two 
ih liars a ton as it would were it not for the 
navigation of the Sacramento river. I have 
estimated that navigation on the liver saves 
to the farmers of Colusa county at least 
§200,000 annually—more than the present 
State and county taxes. And this is saved 
to those who ship by rail as well as to those 
who ship by water. I do not like all tho 
provisions of the bill you advocate, and the 
other day suggested that each miner be 
compelled to take from the river as 
much debris as he put in, and also a plan 
for determining the same, and I am not 
chagrined that there was not a genera! rush 
to the support of my suggestions, although 
they appeared to me then, and still appear 
reasonable and just. Why is it not possible 
now for the opponents of what is known as 
the Parks bill to meet with its friends, not as 
partisans, but as men having in view 
nothing but the interest# of the State, and 
either perfect that bill or draw a Dew 
one which shall to some extent be a compro­ 
mise of ideas. If it shall then be deemed ad­ 
visable to form districts, to appoint Commis­ 
sioner-, etc., let plans and estimates be sub­ 
mitted to those who are to be taxed, and with 
a full knowledge of everything before them, 
let them vote whether or not the indebtedness 
shall be incurred. For one, I shall never 
consent to anything like a snap judgment on 
the people. I do not believe in taxation with­ 
out a voice in the subject-matter of the tax. 
It would be right and proper, I think, for the 
State to pay all expenses up to the time of 
this vote.

VINICULTURE OR VITICULTURE. 
Eds. R ecord-U nios : The debate on the 
bill to promote the viticultural industries of 
the State, which is now before the Assembly, 
makes this an opportune time to explain a 
point raised in the discussion. As to the 
word “ viticulture,” Webster defines qeither 
viniculture nor viticulture. Both words are 
ot French origiD, and the former, viniculture, 
was the first .adopted in this State to apply to 
the industry of grape culture ; but it is con­ 
demned by the beet authorities. By refer­ 
ence to Lettre’» celebrated French dictionary 
in the State Library, it will be found that 
the Btudent is referred to viticulture as the 
better word. It is derived from the Latin, 
vitis, meaning the vine. Viticulture, like 
agriculture, arc both derived in the same 
manner. V’iuiculture can only mean the cul­ 
ture of “ wiue,” which, like the common ex­ 
pression “ wine grower,” is an absurd way 
of denominating the culture of the vine. 
Viticulture is the common word used every­ 
where, except in this State, and is the only 
comet one to apply to the branch of agricult­ 
ure which is usually intended when the word 
viniculture is used. Mr. Hararzthy and other 
skilled men in this industry are endeavoring 
to correct the abuse of the term before it be­ 
comes fastened upon our popular nomencla­ 
ture.

Tho demoniac 
tyrant, Capital, as it presented itself 
to them on that occasion, seems to have 
been embodied in the iiersons of a few small 
manufacturer*, a large portion of whom prob­ 
ably realized from their business a smaller in­ 
come than some of their hands. Various 
answers were made to the complaining work­ 
men, but the general drift: of sentiment 
among employers indicated that they would 
gladly give the preference to white men, ex­ 
cept for the fact that white men refused to 
work at wage3 which any manufacturer can 
I1:iy. If it had not been for Chinese cheap 
labor, the industries of California would have 


and took iu white men, but the white hands 
got drunk and could not be depended on, and 
we found it impossible to compete with East­ 
ern manufactories.” 
T h e C hin ese in th e F a st. 
Chicago, March 4th. — The Tribunes 
W ashington special says it is reported that a 
delegation from the Chinese Six Companies 
will soon arrive iu Washington to ask through 
the Chinese Legation whether the United 
States proposes to recognize the Burlingame 
treaty and protect peaceful citizens of China 
residing in this Country and engaged in 
legitimate business. This is a new phase of 
the Chinese question which will probably 
give the Cabinet some trouble. Tiie Bur­ 
lingame treaty,» of course, very broadly 
guarantees protection by the United States 
to every Chinaman landed in America. Sec­ 
retary Evarts is understood to have said that 
the mission is an unnecessary one, as there 
have been no disturbances in San Francisco, 
and if there should be any the local r.uthori- 
ties will be quite able to suppress them. 
THE SITUATION IN NEW TORE. 
New Y ork, March 4th.—An evening paper 
says : Around the principal Chinese board­ 
ing-house in ! he city this morning there was 
about as much bustle as in the famous quar­ 
ter of San Francisco. The lately arrived im­ 
migrants were out early to take a look at 
their home and compare it with Fan Fran­ 
cisco. Mott street, from Chatham Square a 
lev/ ijinsw-; !»•. was crowded with Celestials. 
1 he newcomers are delighted with the change 
in their prospects, and look forward toward 
establishing a large colony in New York. 
They are somewhat reticent in the expression 
i f their opinion on the municipal government 
of ban Francisco, and evidently think there 
is some medium of constant coinn unication 
between the twomities which wmld render 
any exposition %f their views dangerous 
to themselves. Even the distance that 
now intervenes between them and the 
sand lots is not sufficient to allay their fears 
of hondlumism. Ah Ivee, one of the most 
intelligent of the refugees, said that the sys­ 
tem of persecution aud outrage practiced by 
the followers of Kearney on them had 
reached such an extent that life became in­ 
tolerable. He had quite an extensive laun­ 
dry in San Francisco, but his business was 
completely ruined by the ruffianism of hood­ 
lums. His customers dropped off one by 
one, deterred by the threats and violence of 
these ruffians. He acknowledged that the 
Six Companies had organized a movement by 
which as long as low fares lasted on the rail­ 
road and steamer there would be a steady 
stream of Chinese emigration to this city and 
Philadelphia. 
There is some talk among the older Chinese 
residents of adding a theater to the Celestial 
attractions of Mott street, similar to the es­ 
tablishment of that kind in San Francisco. 
The entire company will, in the event of the 
opening of a theater, be biought from the 
Pacific. Although the Chinese colony hero 
are very secret on the subject, it is certain 
that a subscription list has been circulated 
among them, and rapidly filled up, to enable 
their countrymen to come on to New York. 
DESCENT ON CHICAGO. 
CHICAGO, March 4th.—The Eitning Tele­ 
graph has au interview with some of the most 
intelligent resident Chinamen, who expect a 
large number of their people from San Fran­ 
cisco shortly, and say their stay wiil i.e guided 
entirely by the reception they meet at the 
hands of manufacturers here. They expect 
the general strike threatened among the vari­ 
ous industries will make room for them, and 
these Chinamen have an eye on the places of 
white laborers, provided employers sustain 
them. They are sharp er.ongh to realize that 
trouble may arise, but do not fear Chicago as 
they do the hot-headed Kearneyitea of the 
Pacific coast. California animosity and a 
competitive railroad system is sending hun­ 
dreds of the Mongolians to this city, who are 
living with their friends. The new Chicago 
Chinatown will be located on South Clark 
street, in the heart of the city, where cheap 
basements abound. Public opinion, accord­ 
ing to interviews, is decidedly hostile to their 
advent. 
Extensive Beiinrtlou of F srrt in the Gov- 
eram rnt Printing Office. 
Washington, March 4th.—A very exten­ 
sive reduction in the working force of the 
Government printing office was suddenly

Si AGS FRIGHT. 
Novices, under the influence of stage 
fright, will say and do the most extraor­ 
dinary things. Some years ago a laugh­ 
able incident occurred during the perform­ 
ance of “ Hamlet ” at a theater in the 
north of England. Although a very small 
part, consisting as it docs of one speech, 
the “Second Actor ” is a very difficult one, 
the language being peculiarly cramped. In 
the play scene lie assassinates the player 
king by pouring poison in his ear. The 
speech preceding the action is as follows : 
Thoughts black, bauds apt, d ugs fit, and time 
agreeing; 
Confederate K«nson, else no creature seeing; 
Thou mixture rank, of midnight weeds collected, 
With Hecate’s ban thrice blasted, thrice infected, 
Thy natural tua^ic and dire property 
On wholesome life usurp immediately. 
Upon which follows the stage direction— 
“ Pours poison into his ear. ' In a play 
of so many characters as Hamlet, such a 
part, in a second-class theater, can be 
given only to a very inferior performer* 
The one to whom it was intrusted on the 
present occasion was a novice. Muffled in 
a black coat and a black slouched hat, and 
with a face half hidden by burnt cork, he 
looked a most villainous villain, as he stole 
out and gazed about in the most approved 
nulo-drainatie fashion. Then he began, in 
a strong nofth country brogue : 
Thoughts black, hand9 apt,— 
Then his memory failed him, and he stuck 
fast. The prompter whispered “ drugs 
t i t b u t stage fright had seized him, and 
he could not take the word. He tried 
back, but 9tuck again at the same place. 
Half a dozen people were prompting him 
at the same time now, but ail in vain. At 
length one more practical than the rest 
whispered angrily, “ Pour the poison into 
his ear and get off.” The suggestion re­ 
stored a glimmering of reason to the trem­ 
bling, perspiring wretch. He could not 
remember the words of Shakespeare, so he 
improvised a line. Advancing to the sleep­ 
ing figure, he raised his vial in his hand, 
and in a terribly tragic tone shouted, “ Into 
his ear-hole this I'll power!” 
A Rem edy M aking S p ectacles U n n e­ 
c essary .—Dr. W. Cheatham writes to the 
Louisville Medical News that he has found 
that the use of the sulphate of eserin 
makes it unnecessary to use spectacles in 
case their use is called for by a flattening 
of the cornea from old age—a very common 
ailment, called presbyopia. He states that 
this drug possesses the property ef acting 
especially on the ciliary muscle, and con­ 
tracting it, which contraction increases the 
convexity of the cornea. He recommends 
dissolving one gram of the sulphate of 
eserin in one ounce of water, aud putting 
one drop in each eye at bedtime. It pro­ 
duces at first the opposite defect—a too 
great convexity of the cornea, which is 
called myopia, or near-sightedness, which, 
however, soon passes away. He thinua 
the use of this remedy perfectly safe, and 
also adapted to cases of glaucoma and other 
inflammations of the eye, in case of weak­ 
ness resulting from overwork, general de­ 
bility, diphtheria, etc. He says that not­ 
withstanding the use of spectacles in case 
of presbyopia gives comfort to the eye­ 
sight, there is also, however, always scree 
trouble connected with them, which pa­ 
tients arc often anxious to dispense with, 
and thinks they should be humored in this 
respect. We are of this opinion also, but 
advise caution in using this new remedy, 
because, as the effects are only temporary, 
a continuous use is of course intended, and 
experience has not yet shown what second­ 
ary effects may result from often repeated 
applications.

WisBixoTosr, March 4th. —Bills we»*e introduced to 
provide for families of deceased penr’o.uers. 
By 1 arris—To punish rape with dcatj ; also the 
following joint resolution bv Morgan : 
Wiiekbab, It is declared in the Fourteenth 
Amendment of the Constitution that all persons 
born or naturalized in the United States and sui’icct 
to the jurisdiction thereof are citizen? of the UnUed 
States and of the £tate whcr, in they reside, and 
no Stale shall niuke or ei force any law which shall 
abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of 
the United States ; nor shall any State deprive any 
person of life, liberty or property without due pro­ 
cess of law, nor deny to any person within its juris­ 
diction equal protection of law. 
Itetiolvcit, That Indians born in the United States 
and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are persons 
within the meaning of the Constitution, and snoh 
persons are citizens cf the United States and of the 
States wherein they reside, and are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Government of the United States. 
Morgan warned the nsolu ion placed on the calen­ 
dar, that the relations between the Government and 
these tribes might he determined. Finally, it was 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Davis, from the Appropriations Committee, re­ 
ported ti e House joint resolution to amend the Act 
appropriating for sundry civil exy*en«es. 
The House bill making an additional appropriation 
of $135,COO for certain Indian tribes, for the current 
fiscal year, passed. 
After the morning hour Logan resumed his speech 
on the Fitz John Barter bill. He proceeded to re­ 
view the evidence presented before the Court-mar­ 
tial by which Porter was tried, to support his asser­ 
tion that it proved the charges that Porter disobeyed 
orders in the face of the enemy. When Porter got 
Pope’s order to start at 1 o’clock shat night, and t»e at 
Bristol by daylight, it was not his duty to inquire as 
to the nature uf the night, but to immediately i»sue j 
ordt rs to h s Adjutant-General to be ready to start 
at 1 o’clock at night. Iustead of this, it id in evidence 
that he said to those standing by when he read the 
dispatch, “ There is a chance for a short nap,” and 
afterwards he consulted with his officers, not as to 
how tbe order could be carried out, but ns to how it 
could be evaded ; and, in fact, he did not start until 
3 a . m. Two hours’delay makes a great difference 
in the march of an army. 
Drake DeKay, who 
brought the order, told General Porter that the 
road was good, though there juren a gotd 
many wagons in the way as far as Catlett’s ; 
but General Porter said, “ Well, we will start at 
3 o'clock. Get ready.’’ The excuses for this 
are that it was dark, and that wagons 
obstructed 
the road. General 
Meyers swore 
on the trial that tlio wagous did not begiu to move 
until daylight, and that the road was in excellent 
coudition. Yet Porter did not attempt to learn the 
condition of the roads except by sending two aids 
to Pope to ask him to clear the way. Wagons in 
the road were no impediment to a man who wants to 
fight. It he had wanted to fight he could have 
burned the wagons. 
Logan did not ela;m to be a great commander, 
but he marcha^nen through the woods in the dark­ 
est nights,and so could any man whodid not want an 
excuse to shirk. Another of Porter’s ex­ 
cuses was that the artillery could not La 
got along the road, but the artillery was 
not essential. 'J he infantry could at least 
have been got through. The evidence showed 
that Porter did not rtad or explain the order to his 
officers, s>» that they did not know that an engage­ 
ment had taken place, or that there was an urgent 
necessity lor the presence of the troops at Bristol 
by daylight. Porter concluded to call a council of 
war, said Logan, every night, and if they never 
fight they never inarch in a daik uight. He related 
a story about thirteen Gcuerais composing a council 
of war before Vicksburg. Only two of these thir­ 
teen favored fighting. Grant pulled an order out of 
bis pocket and gaid : “ Gentlemen, you will Execute 
that order.” What was the order? It was, Move 
on and assault the lines at 4 in the morniug.” [Ap­ 
plause in the galleries.] That was the action of a 
man who wanted to fight, and the fall of Vicksburg 
followed it. But Porter did not want to tight, and 
would not fight under Pope. 
Logan read from the evidence to show th At part*? 
of the Union command did march that uight, and 
had no difficulty on account of the darkness ur any­ 
thing clue. He a!¿o read testimony to the effect 
that General Jackson, of the Confederate army, on 
the same night, having his heart in his cause, moved 
out of the way of Pope’s troops on the night of the 
27¿h, from Manassas Junction around to Centervi le, 
and back between that and Grovcton. If a Confed­ 
erate General c uld do that, why not a Union Gen­ 
eral ? General Jubal Early also uioved his command 
that night If the order had bc .n issued by McClel­ 
lan, probably Porter would not have found the night 
so dark. It was not issued by his chief—the man 
he admired—but by a naan for whom he had con­ 
tempt. For that reason he determined that timt 
man should be LaiHed, if lie could do it and escape 
the clutches of the law. 
Logan went on to show that Poiter did not leave 
his tent until after sunrise the next morning. He 
quoted Porter’s letter to Burnside, expressing his 
distaste for the army of Virginia and his w ish that 
be Could get iuto the army oí the Potomac, pictur­ 
ing the prospects in a dismal way, and commenting 
o.i it as proving Porter’s disaffection towards Pope. 
It is a matter of history, continued Logan, that 
some of the greatest battles ever fought were won 
by men who had just maie i ng forced night 
marches. 
In illustrating this point Logan cited Washing­ 
ton’s passage of the ice-gorged Delaware and the 
running oi the blockade at Vicksburg, in which he 
him.^cli took part, marching his men 22 miles before 
giving battle. But we loved cur country ; that was 
why we did it. [Applause.] He had started at 10 
o’clock at night, and marched IS miles back over 
the ruad lie had ju»t travcn-eJ, and his me i cni red 
tho battle of Baker’s creek, after that march, sing­ 
ing “ Old John Brown.” Porter's minil seemed to 
turn awav from the field and toward Washington or 
Alexandria. In a lette r to Burnside he said his 
lucky star was generally in the ascendant about his 
birthday—the 31st. He hoped “ Mac’s was alv». 
You wiil 11ear from usso .u by way of Alexandria.” 
Logan wondered what that meant. Porter's 
principal occupation was writing letters of cié- 
couragement, and preparing to retre it when he 
should have been prciiaring to fight. It was true 
that Porter was not needed on the morning of the 
23th, but lie could not know beforehand that he 
would not be. The fact is, that he disobeyed posi­ 
tive orders, and the Court martial could not fail to 
find to that effect. 
Logan continued, describing and relating event®, 
showing a ielinquency ou the part of l’ortcr, ac­ 
cused him of sneering at Pojve in all his Utters, and 
disrespect to his superior officers. Had he been com­ 
manding that army, there would be no General Hiz 
John Porter knocking at the portals of Congress 
to-day. Porter’s movements were so enigmatical 
that Pope could not ftthoin them. Porter made 
every attempt to balk and counteract the wi.dom 
of McDowell and Pope. 
Logan cited some distances. It was sometimes 
necessary to sacrifice a whole division to save au 
army, and Porter might have been obeying orders 
«in the31st of August. It was In evidence that the 
Confederates, understanding that Porter did not 
want to fight, had dragged a lot of brush up and 
down tbe road, i.nd seeing this dust Porter informed 
Pope that it8rad raised by a large a: my cf the ene­ 
my. He quoted Pope's peremptory order to Porter, 
commanding him to appear on the field within 
thre? hours, and said no htich order had ever before 
been issued by a commanding General, because be­ 
fore never necessary. Porter, when told to place 
his men, paid if he did so he would get iuto a tight. 
“ In Gou’s name,” said Logan, “ w i ;it was an army 
for but to fight? Tho man who did n t know the 
use of 12,000 me i di i not kn w the use of tn army.” 
He discussed the celebrated 4 30 McDowell order, 
a*:d q otcd xtensivtlv from the testimoi y3 
laogan wid continue to-morrow.

Tho minority amendments striking out the clause 
prohibiting United States Circuit Courts from taking 
original cognizance of any suit betweeu a corpora­ 
tion and a citizen of a S'ate, except i • cases arising 
under patent and copyright laws, and in like cases 
in which said Courts are authorized to take original 
cognizance of suits between citizens of the same 
Slate, was rejected—ayes G3, hoc? 167. 
The minority amendment was a opted, providing 
that the Act shall not affect jurisdiction over or din- 
position of any suit removed from the Court of any 
State, or suit commenced in any United States Court, 
before the passage hereof. 
The bill then passed—ICO to 75, 
Committee reports were then called for. 
The House refused to take ur» the political assess 
meuts bill, the ltepublicans voting no with a num­ 
ber of Democrats. 
The House went into Committee of the Whole,and 
F. Wood made an address on the funding bill. 
When tty: committee rose, Gillette asked to have 
print'd his bill to provide for the payment of the 
public dtbt, being a substitute for Wood’s funding^ 
bill.Recess. 


\tfth very disagreeable consequences to the 
latter.

CAPITOL NOTES. 


The new prohibitory Chinese bill of Air. 
Nelson’s is claimed by friends of the meas­ 
ure to be a “ clincher,” and effective as look­ 
ing to the solution of the labor question so 
far a3 influenced by Chinese. The following 
is the b ill: 
Section 1. No Chinese shall be employed, directly 
or indirectly, in any capacity on any State, county, 
city ami county, municipal, or other public work 
within this State, except in punishm ent for crime. 
Section 2. Every contract for the performance of 
labor hereafter entered into to which this State, any 
county, city and county, municipality, or other po­ 
litical subdivision of this State is a party, sha 1 con­ 
tain a clause providing against the employment of 
Chinese in the performance of such labor. 
Section 3. Every contract to furnish materials of 
any class or character to this State, any county, city 
and county, municipality, or any politic d subdivis­ 
ion of this State, directly or indirectly, shall c >nt:tin 
a clause providing th at no Chinese labor entered in 
the preparation <*r m anufacture of Buch m aterial to 
be furnished in the performance of such contract. 
Section 4. Before any euin of money is found due 
or is ordered paid, o ris paid by the authorized au­ 
thorities of this State, any county, city and county, 
m unicipality, or any political subdivision of this 
State, whose duty it is to determ ine w hether any 
sum of money is due, or to audit any demand for 
money, or to pay any demand, shall exam ine such 
demand, and if it be found th at Chinese Labor Las 
been employe l or entered into the preparation or 
m anufacture of m aterials a3 provided against in 
Sections 2 and 3 of this Act, no'hing shall he found 
due, such demand shall not be audited for pay­ 
m ent, nor shall such demand be paid; provided, 
th at no recovery in any am ount shall be all >wed by 
any Court of this State in any action brought to re­ 
cover upon any cop tract as m entioned in Sections 2 
a nd 3 of this Act, if it appear on trial th at Chinese 
labor was employed or entered into the preparation 
or m anufacture of m aterials contracted for; pro­ 
vided further, th at all moneys paid by this State, 
any county, city and county’ municipality, or other 
political subdivision of this State, by reason of any 
contract as m entioned in Sections 2 and 3 of this 
Act, if at any time before or after such paym ent of 
money Chinese labor was employed or entered into 
the preparation or m anufacture of materials, shall 
be deemed to have been paid w ithout consideration, 
and shall he recoverable in an action at law, n the 
name of this State, any county, city and county, 
municipality, or other political subdivision of this 
átate which paid the m ney; provided further, that 
non-payment or recovery of money paid shall not 
entitle a return or recovery of any benefits which 
miirht have passed to this State, any couuty, city aud 
county, municipality, or other political subdivision 
of this State. 
Section 5. This Act shall take effect immediately. 
The opinion seems to prevail that this bill 
will pass without delay, and there are man)' 
remarks as to the extent of its effect. There 
is no question as to materials directly used 
being prohibited it Chinese have been em­ 
ployed in their manufacture, such for ex­ 
ample as brick for sewers, building, etc., and 
it i* even held that if it should be proved that 
Chinese were employed in cutting wood used 
for burning the brick, that would be a part 
of the labor used for manufacturing the 
brick, and this fact would bar them from use 
or prevent the vendor from obtaining pay 
for them afterward ; or if paid, the money 
could be recovered back from him under the 
bill, even though he purchased the wood and 
had no knowledge of any portion of it having 
been cut by Chinese. 
The monotonous labors of heavj legislative 
work, although necessary, would, under the 
present pressure of bills on hand in the As­ 
sembly and the brief time in which to accom­ 
plish the task, prove wearing upon endur­ 
ance of the members but for an occasional 
breaking away from the strain by a lively 
tilt over some unfortunate remark or motion, 
which, when once inaugurated, is likely to 
receive quite a list of subscribers before it 
closes. 
One of these occasions is illustrated 
by the following, which is verbatim : 
May bell—I think of going into the practice of the 
law. 
Tyler—I earnestly protest—the profession is low 
enough now in public estimation, but what would it 
be then ‘I 
Gorley—Such cheek would make a Government 
mule blush. 
Braunh&rt— I hope the gentlem an from A la-reda 
will take no offense at this language. 
Adams—If I had got hold of Kearney I would have 
saved this House all this trouble. 
Lane—I call for a division. 
Felton— I vote against it because I think there is 
a corporation in the f« nee. 
Tyler—If Kearney should erect his little gallows 
on the floor, I suppose the House could not tire him 
out w ithout a two-thirds vote. 
Tyler—If the House will appoint me a committee 
of one I will undertake to do it myself. 
Finlayson—It was conceived in iniquity and rear­ 
ed in corruption. 
Cook - I ask leave to retiro ’till this row is settled. 
B ra u n h a t—I see there is a disposition here to ob- 
str ct legislation, and I protest. 
Gorley—Tyler’s bill was brought in across lots 
through the window. 
Tyler—Aud Corley’s bill was brought in by the 
underground railroad. 
Cowdery—Do you want to m ake a bear-garden out 
of this House ? 
McIntosh—Lawyers ain’t no account nohow. 
Sayle—If San Josfc would send the Normal School 
girls up here to lobby, instead of her bald-headed 
men, we m ight pass the bill. 


MEETING OF THE THIRD IIOCSE. 
Yesterday morning a meeting of the third 
House was called at 9 o’clock in the Assembly 
Chamber, Speaker Galfey in the chair. Mr. 
Tyler rose to a privileged question, and hoped 
that Air. Br&uuhart would not object to 
resolutions in memorium being presented. 
Objection was raised, but the objector was 
peremptorily sat down upon. The following 
resolutions were offered:

E. Brown. 
It opened by the introduction of 
Dr. Smith, of Mendocino City, who attended 
upon Wright, who was killed by the outlaws 
last October. 
He testified that lie came to 
•bis death from the effects of gun-shot 
wounds, which 
wounds 
were necessarily 
fatal. 
Sam. Carr was then introduced as a witness 
for the State, and on motion of the District 
Attorney the indictment against him was 
dismissed, when he related the full connec­ 
tion of himself, Ganntz, Brown and Wheeler, 
stating that they were called by Wheeler by 
a letter to come to Big Iliver, or Mendocino 
City, for the purpose of working a claim 
worth about 815,000; that they were at 
Bodie at that time ; that Billings received 
the letter, and wanted him to accompany 
him ; that Gauntz, Carr and Billings arrived 
at Big Tiiver the same day ; had several con­ 
versations with Wheeler at a point called the 
picnic grounds; that at this place the claim 
was disclosed of the robbery of the Tax Col­ 
lector of this county ; that Wheelor furnished 
the 
guns, 
ammunition, camp 
equipage, 
etc.; that on the morning of the 15th of Oc­ 
tober last they were camped about four miles 
from Big River ; after breakfast they packed 
up and removed from the camp-fire about ten 
or fifteen Bteps, to a redwood log partly 
burned, behind which they secreted them­ 
selves. About 9 o’clock they he ard a party 
approaching, and when at the camp-fire one 
of the po se stooped down to determine 
whether a lire had been made there that 
morning or not ; at that time Broivu, who 
was recognized as the lender, gave the word to 
lire; that eleven shots were fired—four by 
Brown, four by Ganntz and three by Billing*; 
that they killed one man and wounded another; 
after unpacking their pack and throwing 
away a largo amount of things—flour, meal 
and ammunition—they left the camp, and 
through dense brush made their way towards 
Courtright’s cabin, on Ten-mile river, where 
Carr gave out and sat down. Brown saying 
to him that he would return to the cabin for 
him ; this was the last that he saw of the 
party until they were brought in here by the 
officers ; after staying on the hill all night he 
went to the cabin, ami was cooking some 
potatoes and bacon when officers Moore anil 
Stanley covered him with their guns, and lie 
was brought to Ukiah.

PETITION FRCH LWEB EI5TP.ICT NO. 1. 


To the Honorable, the Members of the 
Senate and 
Assembly from Sacramento 
County—Gentlemen : The undersigned, resi­ 
dents and land-owners in Levee District No. 1, 
in Sacramento couuty, would call your atten­ 
tion to the Act passed by the last Legislature 
of California organizing this district, aud re­ 
spectfully request that you will ask for its re­ 
peal, or for an amendment changing its boun­ 
daries, so as to exclude all lauds that are not 
subject to overflow, and al.-o all lands along 
the American river outside of the present 
northeast levee east of Thirty-first street, 
Sacramento city. 
You will 6ee by an examination of the map 
that the larger part of the tenitory within 
the district is upland, and entirely out of the 
reach of flood either from the Sacramento or 
the American liver, aud consequently needs 
no protection by levees. 
You will also notice that there is quite a 
large extent of territory included in the dis­ 
trict entirely outside of the levee and along 
the American liver from Thirty first street to 
the eastern boundary of the district, which 
can have no protection by any levee system 
ever likely to be established. 
Now, all of these lands are equally subject 
to taxation under the bill, as it. now stands, 
with those lands that are directly benefited 
by the erection of levees, aud which would 
be almost worthless w ithout them. Not only 
is the real estate taxed, but the personal 
property of the reridents is made to pay for 
the reclamation of lands belonging to other 
parties—thus recognizing the principle that 
there can be taxation without benefit. There 
is another, and we think a very strong reason, 
why this change should be made. The Act, 
in its present form, has engendered a great 
deal of ill feeling between those who are ben- 
tited by the tax and those who are not, and 
this antagonistic feeling may be the cause 
hereafter of retarding, if uot entirely prevent­ 
ing', works of reclamation which may be abso­ 
lutely necessary for the protection of the low­ 
lands. 
For these reasons, gentlemen, we hope you 
wiil give this matter your earliest attention, 
so as to prevent the levying ot any further 
tax upon those who receive no benefit from it.

Valley, and the local papers call for ven- 
gance on the V. s. 
The Court-house at Eureka, Nev., is to 
be completed at last, and bids Were opened 
for that purpose on the 2d. 
Washoe John, who killed a Piute near 
Carson last summer, lias in turn been killed 
by friends of his victim. 
Piute justice is 
sure and certain. 
Ventura county and much of Southern 
California in that latitude has thus far this 
season had 17.23 inchos of rain, and good 
crops are assured. 
Parties from Osceola, Nev., rcpoit a 
great deal of snow in that section. 
PUoer 
mining is considerably relarded at the pres­ 
ent time on account of it. 
A Virginia City marksman took three 
shots at his man in a billiard saloon, and 
failed to Bcore a poiut. 
Verily, the glory 
of the Comstock has departed. 
The L03 Angeles Herald says : 
There 
can be no doubt now of a line yield of 
wheat, such as, in addition to" that of our 
vineyards and oraage groves, will make 
money abundant hereabouts next year, 
The pear trees in the old Mission garden 
at Santa Cruz, which were planted by the 
Spanish priests, are now ninety years old 
and yielded an immense crop last year. 
They were in blossom on New \ oat s day. 
A United States patent has been issued 
to the town site of Schellburn, W hite Pine 
county-. 
When the town went down some 
years ago certain parties endeavored to pre­ 
empt the land. This caused the old settlers 
to apply for a Government title. 
George Durkee of Ashland, 
Oregon, 
aged about 12 years, accidentally' shot 
himself with a pistol recently, the ball en­ 
tering his right breast, glancing upward 
and coming out at the shoulder, just graz­ 
ing his head. 
It was a narrow escape. ' 
Dr. Hugh W. Fleming, of Areata, Cal., 
committed suicide February 25th by shoot­ 
ing himself through the heart with a pistol. 
He was crazed because of the death of one 
of his patients. 
He imagined that charges 
of malpractice were to be preferred against 
him. 
Woodland Democrat: Oar northern ex­ 
changes say that sheep iu that portion of 
the State suffered greatly from the cold 
weather the past winter. 
We have heard 
of no serious complaint in this locality, al­ 
though lambs have suffered in some cases 
great loss. 
Farmers from all parts of the county 
bring in the welcome information that the 
wheat is looking well, but decidedly back­ 
ward, yet the weather now is just as good 
as need be to bring on the crop. 
With 
the usual spring rains, and other favorable 
conditions accompanying, we look for an 
abundant harvest throughout Yolo county. 
Our sheep men have been feeding their 
sheep on barley of late,’ says the Yreka 
Journal, rather than pay exorbitant prices 
for hay, and find their stock are improving 
and furnish a better quality of wool. 
The 
barley spread on the ground early every 
morning is cleaned up by the sheep without 
any waste. 
Barley can be obtained at a 
cent and a quarter, and last fall it only 
commanded a cent a pound. 
Eureka Leader: An Eastern exchange 
says that an Indian's hair never turns gray. 
This is a mistake. 
There arc a few white­ 
headed Shoshones in this vicinity, but it 
must be acknowledged that they are rather 
scarce. 
But then it is because an Indian 
never has any worriment or trouble. 
His 
wife chops all the wood, does the market­ 
ing and builds tho fires. 
An Indian, 
further, never has to walk the floor at night 
with a baby, nor stand off the bill collector 
until next Monday. 
And he is not tor­ 
mented by tramps nor printers’ devils howl 
ing for copy. 
Lot him scratcli for local 
news in Eureka for one week, and his hair 
would turn gray before he had compassed 
a column. 
The Shoshone is a blessed mor­ 
tal, if you look at it in that light. 
Modoc Independent, February 2Stli : The 
late thaw has caused the men who have 
cattle in the tules on the South Fork con­ 
siderable uneasiness. 
I’res. Dorris, with a 
crew of men, went up there Wednesday, 
to be on hand in case it should thaw 
enough to render it dangerous for cattle to 
stay there, and he will be joined by several 
parties who aro interested. 
Tbcro is be­ 
tween 3,000 and 4,000 head now in there, 
belonging mostly to Dorris, Bayley, Doten 
and Nelson, and if the water should hap­ 
pen to catch them—the cattle being on the 
several islands above Fitzhugh creek— 
they will all be heavy losers, as it will be 
impossible to drive them out if there 
should happen to be a sudden flood. 
Tho 
stockmen drove nearly all their cattle into 
the tules in the beginning of the winter, 
the feed being better there" than on the 
hills and the cattle being more sheltered 
from the cold aud storms. 
They intend, 
if there is any indication of a flood, to rush 
a'l the cattle out to the high ¿round, where 
they will be safe.
